We have just been offered what seems to me a most interesting paper, being 
a description of the European coins bearing dates before 1500. The half theler of 
Archduke Sigismund of Austria, 1484, bes had the reputation,among many people who 
have not gong very deeply into this subject, of being the earliest coin bearing a 
date of the Christian Bra, and among the coins that are well known there are few ; 
that are dated before 1500. Mr. A. R, Frey, the author of this paper, has been work- 
ing over these early dated coins for several years, and has the descriptions and 
history of over five hundred suéke# astne, some of them in the early part of the 
fourteenth century, and, as far as I have-been able to ascertain, this is the first 
time that any effort has been made to bring together these early dated coins and 
make any kind of a list of them, ; 

A portion of the manuscript is now in the hands of Mr. Howland Wood, and 
the remainder will be sent him very shortly, he has promised to look it over care- 
fully, and report to me regarding the amount of space it will probably reauire, 
what will be necessary as regards illustration, and any thing elee that may occur 
to him, and at the same time let me have the manuscript, so that I can go over it

P Responding to your query concerning the book from rien, 
we have received sections one ami two of Part I. These are large folios 
with plates and from their numbering we take it that Part IZ, possibly 
in two sections also, is to follow. I believed I informed you of the 
arrival of the second section of Part I. If I failed to do so, it was an 
oversight. I remember your having told me that you had subscribed for the 
entire work and I presume that we have received all that have been issued 
up to this date. I will, however, examine future catalogues to mke sure 
that I am correct in so thinking. 


Thenk you for your kind wishes that we may be getting on 
well. TI think we may claim this to be the cause without undue pride. Mr. 
Gillingham believes thet we my scrape through the year with a slight 
deficit. He even admits that we may get through without any deficit,and, 
although that is almost to much for him to expect, he has tried to prepare 
the Council for the worst. The publication fund is in fine shape (balance 
something over $14,000.00) and the library, after having spent approximtely 
$1,000.00 for new books from the Huntington Library fund, sheds its bitter 
tears because we have no funds with which to bind our accumulations. A 
commrison with our sister institutions leads to the conclusion that we 
don't know how much better off we are than most.
